Strongly, garrisoned : by V. United 
States troops which' gives' the'rebela no 
chance to take up arms against us, but in 
the other islands and in' the northern coast 
of Luzon some heavy fighting occurs quite 
frequently. * . 

rdon't think I have written to you- since 
wb left Imus, which we left oh. January: 7, 
and camped along the road "for several 
nights on our way to San Francisco de 
Malabon, which' bos- been the. hot-bed of 
the rebellion and the headquarters of the 
Filipino army during the whole insurrec- 
tion, but we met with no resistance on our 
way except passing several fancy artillery 
breastworks which the rebels left the day 
before on hearing that the Americans were 
coming. ' At this town we were quartered 
in- the native Nipa - Shacks; for several 
weeks, and later we moved into the old 
Spanish barracks formerly -occupied by 
Spanish soldiers before the Americans came 
here. 

On Sunday, April 22, our company (Q) 
received orders to move to. the town of 
Santa Cruz where we are at present, "We 
have nice airy quarters in an old Spanish 
convent adjoining a large church, ^We 
were recently issued canvas' cots, and are 
now as cozy and comfortable as con be ex- 
pected in soldier life, especially in the 
Philippines. We are only fifteen minutes 
walk to the bay, and a nice sandy bottom 
river runs right past our quarters. Nearly 
every day when we are off duty we go in 
bathing in the bay and enjoy the salt water 
yery much. Many a timejwe ga2e across 
the blue waters and wonder if -we will 
board a ship soon and plow the deep waters 
of the Pacific on our wny to San Francisco. 
"We are all glad to hear that all regiments 
will be sent back by way of San Francisco, 
which will take ub 'only half the time it 
did coming from New York, which took us 
nearly two months, / 

We> are about .thirty- five miles ..from 
Manila, which town I have not seen since 
June l>lost. The Fourth Infantry is now 
pretty well scattered about, F and H com- 
panies are doing garrison duty at San
